'•riglnal  number  and  place  them  all  on 
Lh»*  west  side  of  the  roadway,  a 
listkiicee  as  would  allow  the  erectit^u  of 
others  on  the  opposite  side  when  neces¬ 
sary. 

-The  Town  Committee  inspected  tin 
ground  along  upper  Bmad  street  north 
Franklin  mad  on  Sa  ur  tay.  They  ct 
eluded  not  to  allow  the  Sliest  Railway  to 
cross  the  road  at  that  pnmt  ami  occupy 
the  west  side  of  the  street.  They  Insist 
that  the  Company  shall  keep  on  the  east 
side  ns  per  agreement,  and  they  shall  do 
all  the  necessary  tilling  at  their  own  ex¬ 
pense.  The  Committee  ha\e  decide*!  to 
cut  down  two  of  the  large  elm  trees  at  the 
junction  of  Franklin  road  and  Broad  St. 

—At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  l  own 
Committee  next  Wednesday  evening,  the 
Town  Counsel  will  piesent  the  draft  of 
an  ordinance,  relating  to  the  roaming 
cows  through  the  streets  and  on  private 
and  public  property.  It  is  said  that  many 
owneisrf  handsome  resiliences  fronted 
by  beautiful  lawns  would  adopt  th 
tom  in  vogue.  Many  of  the  residents  of 
Prospect  street  in  East  Orauge  would 
abolish  front  fences,  if  ample  protection 
against  the  depredations  of  animals 
was  guaranteed  by  the  Jaw. 

Severe  measures  are  to  be  adopted 
by  the  Newark  police  for  the  checking  *>r 
cigarette  smoking  among  children.  It  is 
suid  that  thg  habit  is  becoming  prevalent 
even  among  little  girls.  Hundreds  of 
hildren  may  he  found  with  numbers  of 
the  gaudy  and  obscene  pictures  given 
away  with  packages  of  cigarettes'.  The 
smaller  childien  obtain  them  by  soliciting 
the  older  boys  to  purchase  for  them,  as 
in  many  instances  dealers  would  'refuse 
sell  to  them. 

-The  burning  of  Bauer  s  hat  shop  on 
Dodd  street  Wednesday  night,  brought 
the  East  Orange  Fire  Department  again 
into  direet  competition  with  tne  Orange 
Department,  and  was  a  second  time  put 
sliame  on  account  of  a  lack  of  water 
pressure.  The  East  Orange  Department 
are  highly  indignant  and  nre  urging  on 
the  Town  Committee  to  call  the  Water 
Company  to  all  account.  Bloomfield  peo¬ 
ple  a^re  directly  iuteiusted  ill  this  matter 
as  the  same  tiling  is  liable  to  occur  in 
tli is  town  in  a  precarious  moment.  The 
plan  of  waiting  until  there  is  a  fire  and 
then  ordering  increased  pressure  does  not 
give  satisfaction. 

—Henry  Gruber,  a  German  in  the  era 
ploy  of  Dr.  W.  H  White,  was  ordered  to 
start  a  fire  ill  the  furnace  on  Saturday 
He  saturated  the  paper  and  wood  with 
kero-ene,  touched  a  match  to  it  und  was 
just  in  tho  act  of  closing  tho  door  when  a 
olume  of  lla,me  burst  forth  burning  him 
ery  severely  about  the  face.  The  con¬ 
cussion  made  by  the  explosion  of  thegaseb 
alarmed  the  inmates  of  the  house  und  an 
investigation  was  ramie.  The  injured  man 
was  found  in  the  cellar  suffering  intensely 
from  his  burns.  He  was  cared  for  by  tho 
doctor  and  is  now  able  to  be  out  again. 

--Last  Sat  aril  ay  afternoon,  Mr.  Robert 
Rdmiston  walked  from  the  New  YorlC 
City  Hail  through  Yonkers,  Hastings, 
and  Dobbs  Ferry  to  Tarrytown,  covering 
2'J  miles  in  fi  hours.  111  minutes.  Next 
morning  at  5.30  lie  resumed  the  trip, 
walking  through  Sing  Sing,  Croton,  and 
iVekskill  to  O.'cawaim  Lake',  arriving  at 
Lee’s  Hotel  at  half  past  twelve  o’clock 
Soon.  Mr.  Edmistnn  spent  the  afternoon 
Visiting  some  friends  in  the  vicinity,  and 
after  eating  his  supper,  again  took  tho 
road  and  walked  nine  miles  to  Feekskill, 
by  moonlight,  returning  to' New  York  oi) 
the  cars.  Distance  walked  315  miles.  Time 
8  08.  Owing  to  the  quality  of  the  roads 
in  W  estehester  County  and  the  beautiful 
scenery  which  abounds,  the  trip  was  most 
enjoyable.
